New York, August 18.—(Special.)— 
Charges that almost $1,000,000 were got- 
ten by fraud from the Tripler Liquid Air 
Company by sale of pool stocks instead 
of treasury stock, which the purchasers 
thought they were buying, were made 
this afternoon at a ‘secret hearing before 
Justice Mayer in the court of special ses- 
sions. 

The company was largely owned and 
controlled by Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
and ex-Senator Dorsey, of Arkansas. 

Only two persons were present on sub- 
penas. These were John H. Hoen, origi- 
nal promoter of the company, and N. G. 
Miller, of the produce exchange. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Rand was in charge 
of the investigation. Dtstrict Attorney 
Jerome, who is conducting the inquiry, 
stated that he felt forced to take an ac- 
tive part in the matter because of the 
magnitude af the alleged frauds. 

Charles E. Tripler, the inventor, is il! 
at his home today. It is alleged by the 
complainant that he did not have the pat- 
ents he claimed to have; that the com, 
pany did not own them, even if they ex- 
isted, and that it cost 75 cents a gallon 
to produce the liquid instead of 5 ‘cents, 
as claimed. 

United States Senator John P. Jones, 
of Nevada; former Senator Stephen W. 
Dorsey, of Arkansas, of star route fame, 
and others are interested in the charge 
that there was a conspiraey to commit 
grand larceny of the property of the com- 
pany. 

Friends of Senator Jones and former 
Genator Dorsey are satisfied neither of 
them had anything to do with the deal.

It is practically con- 
ceded in financial circles that’ Schwab 
will retire on account of ill health. No 
one is allowed to see him. : 

He will leave America to seek some 
quiet nook in a foreign clime, where not 
an echo of the strenuous life he has led 
can reach him. This tnformation is au- 
thentic. He 

Dr. Golden never leaves the Schwab 
home and the exact nature of his patient's 
illness cannot be learned through him. 

Mr. Schwab is not confined to his bed, 
but spends much of his time on the wide 
veranda which affords fresh air and a 
sweeping view of the mountain slope.

SUICIDE. ENDS 
SUITORS LF 


Newport Sociely Scene of Sen- 
salional Tragedy 


Refused by Miss Van Alen, a Grand- 
daughter of Mrs. William As- 
tor, Robert Remington Shoots 
His Brains Out at Swell 


Newport Club. 


Newport, R. I, August 18.—(Special.)— 
The Newport Reading Room, Newport's 
swell club, was the scene of a suicide this 
afternoon, when the last chapter of the 
romance ch had attracted attention 
for more than a year was concluded. 

Robert Reading Remington, who had 
aspired for the hand of Miss May Van 
Alen, the eldest daughter of James J.Van 
Alen and granddaughter of Mrs. William 
Astor, and had been rejected, blew out 
his brains with a 38-caliber revolver, 
death resulting almost instantly. 
The bullet which ended the lover's ex- 


istence entered through the mouth and 
penetrated the brain. 

The suicide took place in a quiet room 
of the club house, when but few were 
present, and thoge few were seated on 
the piazza some distance away. It ends 
one of the most curious and at the same 
time pathetic attempts of a man with 
little means and unbounded ambition to 
shine in society. For years Remington 
had been a fortune hunter, and his last 
attempt failng, he ended his existence. 
The immediate cause of Remington's 
suicide was the breaking off by Miss 
May Van Alen of her engagement which 
had existed between them. This took 
Place some months ago, but the fact did 
not leak out until some days ago. Short- 
ly after the engagement was announced 
it was noticed that Remington acted 
queerly, and a watch was placed on his 
movements. 

Signs ef Insanity. 

After waiting a reasonable length of 
time, and finding unmistakable signs of 
insanity, it was decided to break off the 
engagement as quietly as possible fear- 
ing that abruption might lead to serious 
results. 

Remington was well known among the 
summer residents of this city and had 
been closely identified with the _ social 
world here for the last seven or eight 
years. 

Remington left for New York about a 
week ago, breaking up his domestic 
arrangement and sending away all his 
effects. Last Thursday, however, he sud- 
denly returned to Newport. He had 
frequented the leading club of Newport 
and seemed to desire to be left alone. 

When the body was discovered blood 
was coming from the mouth and a re- 
volver-was found by the dead man’s side. 

A physician found that three shots had 
been fired from the revolver and an ex- 
amination of the head showed that all 
three had taken effect. The first bullet. 
apparently, plunged across the forehead, 
cutting a deep gash, and the second 
gianced up over the head, making a fur- 
row On the top of the cranium, but still 
not enterng the skull. The third shot 
was fired through the mouth and the bul- 
let entered the brain, death probably re- 
sulting instantly. The revolver was of 
$8-calliber. 

Mr. Remington was about thirty-five 
years of age and a member of the firm of 
Remington Brothers, of New York. He 
always hdd been known as a man of very 
quiet tastes. His. death has caused a 
tremendous sensation here.

SAYS. CANDLER 


Governor Gives Interesting In- 
 ferview on Question 


Declares Section 789 Was Not In- 
tended. To Disqialify Men Who 
Have Served City—Says 
All the Hair-Splitting 
Is Only Politics. 


When asked yesterday if he had ever 
formed and expressed any opinion on 
the question of the eligibility of coun- 
cilmen and aldermen to the office of 
mayor, Governor Candler Said: 

“Yes, I suppose almost everybody in 
Atlanta has done so within the last 
week or two, but I do not think my 
opinion has ever been published. 

“Some days ago a reporter for one of 
the evening papers, The Journal, I think 
it was, brought me the code, and turn- 
ing to section 739, asked me to read it 
and give him my construction of it. Up 
to this time I had never read it. But, at 
his request, I read it carefully and gave 
him substantially this opinion, to which 
I stil] adhere: 

“ "This law was not intended to dis- 
qualify an alderman or councilman to 
hold the office of mayor or any other 
municipal office, but to prevent him from 
holding two offices at the same time, 
“except in towns of less than two thou- 
sand inhabitants.’’ By resigning the 
office of councilman or alderman they 
can thereby qualify themselves to hold 
the office of mayor.’ 

“The language of the second sentence 
in the section makes it clear to my mind 
that this was the intention of the legis- 
lature. This sentence is in these words: 
‘Any councilman or alderman appointed 
during his term to any other municipal 
‘office shall resign before being eiigibie 
to enter upon the office to which he has 
been appointed.’ In other words, an al- 
derman or councilman cannot ‘hold’ any 
other municipal office so long as hé js an 
alderman or councilman, but in @rder to 
be ‘eligible to any other municipal! office’ 
he ‘shall resign’ his office of alderman or 
councilman. The mayoralty is ‘another 
municipal office,’ and therefore to be 
qualified to ‘enter upon it’ an alderman 
or councilman has only to ‘resign’ his 
office of alderman or councilman.” 

“Is that your legal opinion, governor?’ 
was asked. 

‘No, no: I havé no ‘legal opinion,’ but 


that is common sense, and al] law is or: 


ought to be based on common sense, for, 
instead of disqualifying him, a term or 
two as alderman or councilman qualifies 
a man for an intelligent discharge of the 
duties of’ the office of mayor as no other 
training can, and every city has a right 
to claim the services of its best qualified 
citizen in the offiee of mayor; and I do 
not believe the legislature ever intended 
to deprive it of that right. Al] this hair- 
splitting over the construction of section 
739 is only politics.”’

The Greatest Indignation Prevailed 
Among the Strikers and Further 
Trouble Was Barely Avoided. 
Guard Goes with McEl- 
moyne to Jail.

Nesquehoning, Pa., August 18.—In @ 
clash between striking mine workers and 
deputies here tonight, Patrick Sharp, a 
striker, of-Lansford, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by a deputy. The shoot- 
ing caused considerable excitement for 


a time, but order was soon restored 
without any other persons being injured, 
and the town is now quiet. A deputy 
named Harry McElmoyle was arrested, 


charged with the killing of Sharp, and 
was taken to the county jail at Mauch 
Chunk. 4 

The shooting occurred shortly after 6 
o'clock. Five deputies were on their 
way to shaft No. 1, of the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation Company, just outside of 
the town. In the eenter of the town 
they were met by a number of strjkers, 
who began persuading them not to go 
to the colliery. The officers did not stop, 
but kept on their way and tried to pre- 
vent trouble. The strikers, it is said, 
then began to abuse the men and fol- 
lowed them nearly up to the colliery. 
There are conflicting stories as to what 
actually browght on the clash, but*just 
before the deputies entered the place 
a shot was heard and Sharp dropped to 
the ground. The bullet entered his body 
close to. his heart and H@ ‘died almost in- 
stantly. ' : 

Witnesses say that Mie Mhooting was 
dore by Ma@kimoyle 

7 feet from Sharp when he 


only 6 or 7 
fired his revolver. Only one shot was 


fired. 
The deputies immediately withdrew to 
the colliery and a large crowd gathered 
about the place. When it was learned 
that Sharp was dead there was the great- 
est indignation among thp strikers and 
other town people, and for a time it 100k- 
ed as though serious trouble would fol- 
low. Cooler heads among the mine work- 
ers, however, prevailed upon the crowd 
to disperse, using the argument that if 
there is any blood shed troops would 
surely be sent from Shenandoah. The 
crowd dispersed and the town soon 
calmed down to its normal state. 

Witnesses to the shooting went to the 
office of W. 8S. Watkins, the justice of 
the peace, and made information against 
Harry McP)moyle, charging him with the 
shooting of Sharp. The justice placed 
the warrant in the hands of Constable 
Eckert, who found McElmoyle at shaft 
No. 1, and accompanied by a guard of 
other officers, took his prisoner to the 
county jail ta Mauch Chunk. 

Sheriff G. H. Gombert, of Harlan coun- 
ty, is at Mauch Chunk. It is reported here 
that he may ask that a detachment of 
troops, now stationed at Shenandoah, be 
sent to the. Panther creek valley. 


JAILED OFFICERS ARE HEARD. 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings Begin at 
Wilkesbarre. ‘% 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 18.—The hear- 
ing in the habeas corpus proceedings in 
the case of the guards and workmen em- 
ployed at the Warnke washery at Duryea, 
who were arrested last Friday by the au- 
thorities of the town, charged with in- 
citing a riot and felonious wounding, 
came up before Judge Halsey in court to- 
day. 

A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined and the testimony was conflicting. 
The attorneys for the defense said ft 
was a travesty on justice to arrest the 
officers and jail] them for doing their duty. 
After hearing the evidence Judge Halsey 
discharged all the defendants except 
three, Kinney, Reynolds’ and Madden. 
They .wer® held in $200 bail each for trial 
at court. 

Frederick Warnke, the owner of the 
washery, where the riot occurred, says 
the acquittal of the deputies will justify 
him in starting up the washery again and 
he has served notice on Sheriff Jacobs that 
if he does not provide ample protection 
fo. his workmen and property on Wed- 
nesday he will make an appeal to the gov- 
ernor for troops. 

The beginning of the fifteenth week of 
the strike shows no apparent change in 
the situation. It was thought that the 
Lehigh Valley Company would start their 
Maltby collery today, and early this

Edward Counselman_ Believed To

When 
Allen suggested that Counselman tell 
the police what he know the latter said 
he would do no such thing; that Bar- 
tholin was his friend, and that he was 
too shrewd for the police. 

The police have the testimony of an- 
other witness who is positive he saw 
Counselman and Bartholin together on 
August 7—the day the body of Mirmie 
Mitchell was found. 

The postponed inquiry over the body 
of Minnie Mitchell will be resumed to- 
morrow.

The difficulty was the regult 
of an attack which the Rev. Cary made 
On a house party given on the camp 
meeting grounds by the mother and sister 
of Winn. 

The affair created a great sensation. 
The remarks made by Kev. Cary at a 
Methodist camp meeting near Lawrence- 
ville Sunday morning caused a stir and 
he was approached and asked to make a 
retraction. Instead of doing this he reit- 
erated his charges Sunday afternoon after 
the local pastor, Rev. Timmerman, had 
tried to make amends. Every effort, it is 
said, was made to get Mr. Cary to correct 
the imputations he had cast upon the la- 
dies composing the house party, and when 
he* tailed to do so he was met by Mr. 
Winn, who slapped his face several times. 
Some of the witnesses state that Mr. Cary 
made no resistance. Others say that he 
tried to use his umbrella and called Mr. 
Winn an “infamous scoundrel.”’ 

Went to a Small Station. 

The reason that the difficulty occurred 
at a small flag station between Lawrence- 
ville and the camp meeting grounds was 
because the preacher did not take the 
train at Lawrenceville, but went to the 
flag station. ‘Those who tried to make 


him retract say that he would not go to ~- 


Lawrenceville because he feared an at- 
tack. 

An effort was made by The Const#tu- 
tion to get a statement from Mr. Cary, 
who lives at Buford, but he did not ap- 
swer the telegram sent him. 

Mr. Cary’s triends state that they be- 
lieve he will prosecute Mr. Winn in the 
State courts. 

Little else was talked about in Law- 
renceville and at the camp meeting 
grounds Sunday and yesterday except the 
attack Mr. Cary made on the ladies of the 
house party and ‘the sensational episode 
that followed. 

House Party Was Given. 

About a week ago and before the camp 
meeting began Mrs. Rebecca Winn and 
her daughter, Miss Annie Winn, gave @ 
house party on the camp meeting grounds. 
Mrs. Winn owns a cottage on the grounds 
which was her private property. She 
was assfsted by Mr. and Mrs. W. M. Sas- 
ser and Mr. and Mrs. T. R. Powell. A 
number of young ladies and gentlemén 
were invited and they were from among 
the very best people in Lawrenceville.

Mr. Cary is well known in Atlanta, 
having lived here seven or efght years 
ago.

The Winns are highly connected in the 
etate and have several near relatives liv- 
ing in Atlanta.

He said he never 
met Schlitzbaum’ before his arrest. He 
gave an indirect- answer to why he did 
not ship the money to Louisville, inas- 
much as he was going there.

“The report that the decision of the 
generals not to visit the naval review 
was due to the:.influence of Mr. Fischer 
is -not true. -Thefr reason for declining 
the invitation Saturday was that they 
did not consider their attire quite suitable 
for .a «ceremonious yisit, andthe neces- 
sary short notice conveyed to them did 
not give them time for necessary prep- 
arations.

Under the protocol this change from a4 
valorem to specific rates does not nh 
the signatiire of China. The change will 
no doubt make some slight difference fn. 
the rates of duty, but is not regarded as 
a revision of the tariff to any general 
extent. It is expected that in a com- 
mercial treaty the tariff will be changed 
to a considerable extent. The cormmission- 
ers on the part of the United States to 
negotiate this treaty are Mr. Conger, Con- 
sul General Goodnow at Shanghai and Mr. 
Feely. The treaty which they negotiate, 
it is-said, will be completed within a’short 
time. 


SURRENDERS POWER TODAY. 


Pinkertons Expected To Arrest Him 
Across the Border. 

New York, August 18.—United States 
Marshal Henkel today received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Montreal from 
George Alfred Lamb, the attorney in the 
case é6f Peter Power against the directors 
of the Northern Pacific railroad: ‘Shall 
positively surender Power to you Tuesday 
morning as agreed. Body of Pinkertons 
here. Look to you to see there is no in- 
terference on train by anybody.” 

It is supposed that the Pinkerton men 
are armed with bench warrants for 
Power's arrest, and it may be that they 
will at once arrest him as soon as the train 
crosses the border line. Power is wanted 
for contempt of court in refusing to ap- 
pear before Judge Lacomb, of the United 
States circuit court, in response fo an 


order.

WIRELESS TELEPATHY. 


How Do Distant Intelligences Com- 
municate Unspoken Thoughts? 

The London Globe: Signor Marconi, | 
deservedly stands today a figure of deep- 
est interest, holding open the portals of 
& new era in invention. And yet the sub- 
tle force that he has bent to his will has 
been worked at in the same form since life 
awoke upon, this giobe, and the marvels 
of wireless telegraphy are really as com- 
mon between human beings as the very 
breath*they draw into their lungs. We 
refer to the mysterious and unconscious 
conveyance of thought between people 
often far apart, which has before now ar- 
rpsted the attention of scientists, and 
which we venture to think is far more: 
complex and. significant than has been 
recognized. Also 1t possesses most inter- 
esting ‘side issues. 

The delicate machinery of one brain 
sets the waves of air in motion, and con- 
veys the impression instantly to the oth- 
er, precisely as Marconi’s instruments 
do. Of course, this theory has long been 
recognized as the basis of thought-read- 
ing, hypnotic influences, etc. But we be- 
lieve the. process to be under. certain con- 
d‘tions far more wonderful and far-reach- 
ing than is Senerally thought. It must 
have frequently struck people who read 
reports of law suits that the constant 
cases in which one person accuses another 
of stealing the plot of a play or a novel 
have some such occult explanation behind 
them. The writer is personally acquaint- 
ed with several of these instances where 
it has been abundantly proved there was 
no stealing at all. The same ideas, even 
down to small details, have simply oc- 
curred to two different persons, total 
strangers and hundreds of miles apart, at 
the same time, and the result is that they 
are angrily glaring at each other in a law 
court, and judge and counsel are scratch- 
ing their wigs to account for one of na- 
ture’s most unkind freaks. - Another re- 
markablée case was that of a well-known 
author who, searching Qr a title for his 
novel, hit upon 4 most uncommon and pe- 
culiar one. The very next day he saw 
the walls placarded with his idea as the 
title of another man’s book. - He had im- 
parted his notion to no one, but Had he 
done so it would not account for its ap- 
pearing on bills that must have been at 
the printers’ at the time, and the very re- 
markable title he had chosen precludes the 
Supposition of an ordinary coincidence. 
There is no explanation of these facts, 
which no doubt can be multiplied by our 
readers ad iafinitum, except by uncon- 
scious, and, in these cases, most unwil- 
ling telegraphy. We believe that in 
certain conditions of the atmosphere, and 
perhaps in certain morbid physical con- 
ditions, the impressions created by one 
brain, can be seized upon by wandering 
electric currents and conveyed an incred- 
ible distance to: another, which hap- 
pens to be. in the supersensitive state to 
receive them. Who indeed knows but 
that the air may be full of these errant 
thoughts that travel around yntil they 
find some suitable soil—i. e.. a brain that 
happens to have its ideas setting that 
way. Probably what we call geniys is 
merely a hypersensitive state of ‘mind 
which, like a photographic plate, absorbs 
every idea it meets. ‘Those who have 
studied very clever people are alwavs 
struck by the way they &#em ‘to suck in 
knowledge without seekjng it. In fact, 
it has always appeared to the writer that 


finite capacity for -takine pains, is en- 
tirely wrong. Geniuses take no pains. It 
all ‘comes to them,” asthe saying is. buf 
how it comes no one has discovered: Our 
contention is that it comes in the air, 
just as the microbes of disease come to 
and fasten on weakly people. 

The field of speculation opened up by 
this study is very wide and far beyond 
the limits of this article. But we cannot 
leave it without referring to the telegra- 
phy of thought in the animal world. 
That animals have the power of convey- 
ing their ideas to one another by some 
means not apparent to us {is, of course, 
certain. It has been suggested that they 
utter them in a key either too high or 
too low for the vibration our ears are 
attuned to; that, in short, the wo@: -of 
sound holds notes completely beyond our 
ken, even with the assistance of the mi- 
crophone. If this is so, another field bor- 
dering on the domains of Edison and 
Marconi lies waiting for the explorer, 
and we may yet in reality enter the im- 
aginary land so dear to the heart of the 
novelist, and overhear the conversations 
of animals. We may discover what our 
pet poodle really thinks of us, and 
whether the carriage horse considers his 
harness fits him, and How many pounds 
of his daily oats his new groom has sold. 
But whatever revelations science may 
hold in store for us, we feel certain that 
f}animals exchange their thoughts by their 
own system of wireless telegraphy, to 
which at present our brains are not open, 
but which is. probably the more perfect 
in them because they are denied what we 
know as the gift of speech. 

To return to the human phase of the 
question, it would be very satisfactory if 
we could discover how we are to seek and 
catch the desirable metal germs floating 
about us. But unfortunately we are quite 
as helpless in this as we are in avoiding 
the disease germs. Also, we have no 
recipe to prevent our own thought germs, 
the children of our minds, from wander- 
ing off and becoming the property of 
others. Our pet idea, may be absorbed 
unconsciously by our greatest enemy, but 
the consolation is that this telegraphy is 
far more likely to occur between sympa- 
thetic minds.* If the people who quarrel 
over the supposed theft of each other's 
works were to meet in 2 friendly manner 
they would probably discover they had 
found kindred souls. They might, o 
course, reply that they would rather they 
found substantial damages in pounds, 
shillhes and pence. But both parties 
cannot win, and we merely suggest the 
next Dest thing. Of course, all lawyers 
must ‘eliminated from the proceedings, 
for na®urally a lawyer’s breath of life is 
quarreling, and his very presence is 
enough to upset any germs. Given his 
absence, things would go so well that 
where the parties were of different sexes 
a church and.wedding beJs would prob- 
ably see the denouement. But we fear 
these Utopian results are not so likely 
to occur. Most people would prefer to 
hear how this telegraphy is to be cap- 
tured and controlled, to what practical 
purposes it can be applied, and, as we 
said before, we are unable to answer 
them. Perhaps when Signor Marconj has 
perfected his devicés, when he has dis-, 
covered how various messages are to be 
dispatched, and without getting mixed 
on the road and quarreling or eloping 
with one another, each duly arrive at its 
destination. he may have cleared the way 
to the profounder myster . Heehas the 
key, and, as has happened before in the 
annals of science, it may be found t» fit 
more locks than one.

Reformers Should Be Party Men. 


Political Science Quarterly: The third 
class Of reai reformers is to be found 
in the independents within the fold of a 
great party. That a man cannot retain 
bis independence and sti!! be a member 
of a arent political party is equivalent 
to saying that independence and organi- 
zation are inecmpatitle. "Yor membership 
in a party does not involve a declara- 
tion of belief in all the principles laid 
down by that party: it simply signifies a 
willingness to join a party the majority 
of whom probably hold to the principles 
of the party as laid down in its plai- 
form. To stand aloof from the great 
parties, to keep cut of the way of the 
vesmirching influence of what is called 
“practical yolitics.”’ is to allow those parry 
ties to fall more and more a prey to the 
most evil infinences.

Popular Science Monthly: Obviously 
the gifted men marry at almost the same 
ages as the multitude. Even the slight 
differences observable might vanish if the 
statistics were freed from the tendency 
to report the date of a second rather than 
a first marriage. The facts concern-

The gems worn by the members 
of the shah’'s suite were only a little 
less rich than those of his majesty. The 
prince of Wales, Lord Lansdowne, the 
foreign minister; Lord Roberts, the.com- 
mander in chief, and the members of the 
Persian legation and others met the royal 
traveler at the station. The prince of 
Wales and the shah shook hands, and 
the visitor was introduced to the prom- 
inent persons present. The prince of 
Wales subsequently conducted the shah 
to a-royal carriage, and they drove off 
escorted by a detachment of life guards 
and followed by other carriages.

Brest, August 18.—The attempt made 
by the authorities today to close the sis- 
ters’ schools at Ploudniael, Folgoet and 
St. Moen, the last villages in Brittainy 
where unauthorized schools were still 
opeh, is meeting with a determined re- 
sistance. The inhabitants were on guard 
throughout the night and the tocsin was 
sounded When the approach of the gend- 
armes and troops were signaled at 9 
o’clock in the morning. 

At Ploudaniel, in spite of a heavy 
rain, @ crowd numbering several thou- 
sand people replied with hoots to the 
summons of the police commissaries, 
while the ringing of church and school 
bells drowned the voices of the Officials. 
When an attempt was made to force the 
strongly barricaded door it fatled, de- 
fenders meanwhile crying ‘“Judas!’’ and 
singing Breton hymns, mingled with 
cheers for liberty and shouts of ‘‘Down 
with Combes!” 

The commissaries tried to attack the 
school iby the garden wall, which they 
erdered the soldiers to breech. This was 
done in the midst of showers of filth 
and mud from the defenders that manned 
the breech, armed with clubs and pre- 
vented the commissaries from penetrat- 
ing into the garden. The soldiers at- 
tempted to scale the ‘wall with the aid of 
a pile of faggots, put the defenders de- 
luged the faggots with petroleum and 
set them on fire, whereupon the commis- 
saries and troops drew off amidst cheers 
for liberty and for the sisters. 

At St. Moen the sisters were expelled 
and the school closed after & twoghours’ 
struggle, during which a police com- 
missary was wounded. : 

later, after a long resistance, the clos- 
ing of the school at Ploudaniel was ac- 
complished. 

The school at Folgoet was also closed. 

Ovation for the Sisters. 

After the repulse at the garden wall 
of the school at Ploudaniel, the commis- 
saries decided to await reinforcements. 
In the meantime Senator Pichop and 
Counsellor General Sovbigou persuaded 
the defenders of the school to open the 
door. After this had been done the sis- 
ters walked to the church and were 
given an ovation by the crowd. The 
commissaries entered the school and 
made an inventory of the property. They 
then. sealed the door. 

In the course of the rioting two gend- 
armes were slightly wounded. The leada- 
ing inhabitants of Ploudaniel have taken 
the expelled sisters to their nomes.

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NEW USES FOR THE TELEPHONE 


Innovations Proposed by a Philadel- 
phia Company. 

Philadelphia’s new independent tele- 
phone company, not satisfied with being 
an alarm clock and a watch regulator 
for its subscribers, proposes to assume 
the ties of a general information bu- 
reau and to serve also as a burglar and 
mre alarm concern, according to a Phil- 
adelphia dispatch in The New York Sun. 
ihe iatest directory of tne company, 
dated July, contained this announcément: 

“Parties wanting to be called during the 
night or at certain times in the morning 
Wilt ‘De accommodated if instructions be 
left with the chief operator.’ 

There is very littie red tape about the 
system, Brown, for instance, has a tele- 
phone in his house not far trom his bed 
room. He is compelled to get up at 6 
o'clock to catch atrain. The night before 
he cails up central. ‘Hello, central,’’ he 
says, ‘“‘give me the chief operator! Hello, 
is this the chief operator’ This is main 
562, I’m Brown, John Brown, and I want 
& cali at 6 o’clock sharp.’’ 

“All right, Mr. Brown,’’ says the chief 
operator. ‘then she makes out two slips, 
one of which she gives to one of the tele- 
phone girls. The other she keeps herself. 
Mach is inscribed in this manner: ‘No. 
562. Name, Mr. John Brown. Time, 6 a. 
m 7? 


These slips are arranged before the tele- 
phone girls and the chief operator in chro- 


nological order, the earliest call on top. ’ 


Before each girl and before the chief 
operator is a small clock regulated by a 
large clock in the general manager's 
Office which, in turn, is operated by elec- 
tricity from Weshington. 

When 6 o’clock comes the chief opera- 
tor sees the slip before her. She calis up 
One of the giris at the other end of the 
room: “‘There is a call for Main 662 for 6,”’ 
she says. 

“Calling it now,”’ answers the girl. ‘The 
party must have been out late last night. 
He doesn’t answer.’ At the other end 
of the line Brown is in bed, half awake. 

“Drat that telephone,’ says Brown, 
and he turns ever to try and take another 
forty winks. “But it’s no use. This alarm 
ciock doesn’t run down. It won't stop 
ub.il Brown gets out of bed and answers 
it and Brown can't trick himself into be- 
lieving its'a half hour fast. Result: 
Lrown gets up and shouts a sieepy ‘‘Hel- 
lo’’ into the telephone. 

‘‘Hellio,”’ chirps. the girl at the other 
end, “is this Mr. John Brown? Yes? 
Well, you were rather hard to get up this 
morning. Call for tomorrow? No? Well, 
goodby.”’ 

Regular users of this service say that 
a clear, wide awake feminine voice in the 
early morning is as good for the nerves 
as a cold bath. And the telephone girls 
say that although the first ‘“Hello!’’ of a 
Sieepy subscriber has an ominous growl 
in it, he generally remembers that he {is 
talking to a woman who is doing him a 
service a... that his goodby is usually 
cheerful. 

Some of the reguiars make c@id req@ests. 
Last week one of them caileu up to ask 
a special favor. He was very forgetful, 
he explained, and he had written that 
night a letter which it was important that 
he should mai] the n@xt morning. He had 
no stamps in the house and it was too 
late to get them.” Would the operator be 
so kind as to remind him when she call- 
ed him the next morning to get the stamps 
and mail the letter? 

It was not exactly in the line of duty, 
but the operator consented. And that 
night she was thanked profusely. Duties 
in this line are not expected, howeve!, to 
become permanent features of the service. 
The telephone company does not intend to 
take the place of that old-fashioned stand- 
by, the. string on the finger. 

As a watch regulator the telephone 
company. numbers 100 patrons to one 
alarm clock customer. As has ‘already 
been said, there is a clock regulated from 
Washington in front of each telephone 
girl. The large hands of the clocks move 
every second,so that at the moment of 
the jump of the hand forward the,time 
can be told to the dot. A pilot clock be-, 
side the big electric clock in the general 
manager’s office shows at a glance | 
whether the clocks in’front of the opera- 
tors are running correctly. 

When a subscriber calls up by tele- 
phone to set his watch, the girl first tells 
him that it is so many minutes past the 
hour. She then tells him to hold the 
watch until she gives the word. Just as 
the big hand of the clock in front of her 
moves forward she gives the, word and 
the subscriber has Washington time. 

The information bureau will be the next 
department to be started. Forty trunk 
lines will be connected with a board be- 
fore which a young man will sit. At his 
side will be a clerk with a case full of 
time tables and books of reference. 

The subscriber may want to know at 
what time the next train leaves for New 
York, Atlantic City or Kalamazoo or 
whether it is going to rain, or if Brook- 
lyn pleys Philadeiphia that aftegnoon. 
The information bureau is designed to 
answer these and a hundred other ques- 


tions to which people want replies in a 


hurry.

“It is 
hard enough to find telephone giris who 
will.say ‘madam’ instead of ‘lady’ when 
addressing a woman," said the assistant 
geperal manager, ‘‘and it is harder still 
to prevent them from degenerating from 
‘madam’ into plain ‘m’am.’ We must of- 
fer the special inducements of a reading 
room. lunch room and hospital service 
besides fair wages and hours to attract 
the class of girls we want.-But to get 
that paragon of politeness, celerity, ac- 
curacy and above all common sense that 
we need for the head of the information 
bureau is as hard as finding a needle in 
a hay stack.”’

Gun That Shoots Twenty-One Miles. 


August Review of Reviews: The 16- 
inch breech-loading rifle just built at the 
Waterviiet arsenal for the defense of 
New York harbor marks an epoch in the 
whole nistory of artillery warfare. The 
great cannon is half again more powerfu! 
than its nearest rival—an English gun of 
16.%-inch bore. It is one of a series of 
coast defense guns provided for by the 
Endicott board, appointed during Cleve- 
iand’s first administration. Eighteen such 
rifles are to be mounted for the defense 
of New York éeity, ten for San Francisco, 
eight for Boston and four for Hampton 
Roads. 

The most dramatic feature of the 
American rifle is its range. The greatest 
éctual performarce in_long range shouting 
is that of the Krupp gun, fired before fhe 
Fgeter in April, 1892, which carried about 
J}. 1-2 miles, The new American rifle will 
have, theoreticafly, the amazing range of 
21 miles. In other words, a war ship 
carrying such a rifle could anchor in New 
York harbor and throw projectiles into 
New Rocheile, or Paterson. or Hastings.

It is difficult to 
perceive, however, how an act creating 
institutions of this general character and 
authorizing them to make usurious 
charges upon citizens of the state who 
voluntarily enter into the contracts con- 
templated is such a violation of this 
clause of the constitution as will justify 
@ judgment of the national courts an- 
nulling such legislation. Certainly it may 
be said that there is at least fair doubt 
about the constitutionality of these amend- 
ments, and cases of doubt on such ‘top- 
ics should always be resolved in favor of 
the constitutionatity of the law. Besides, 
in this case, Brandon, a principal com- 
lainant assailing this law, has been from 

e beginning and is now a director and 
one of the principal stockholders in the 
building and loan association involved. 
Bince he has for years taken benefits un- 
der this legislation the court will not 
give a ready acquiescence to his com- 
plaint that the law itself is null and 
void, when the arguments advanced in his 
behalf to show unconstitutionality are 
at least of doubtful validity. 

“The legislation itself is not injurious. 
The classification of persons with whom 
these building and loan assocations can 
deal are not indicated in a capricious or 
arbitrary manner. ‘The law itself is in- 
ended to enable citizens of urban and 
feuburban communities to build and own 
‘their homes. Surely this is a meritorious 
purpose, one which the state may and 
ought to promote. The citizen who owns 
hig home is usually a conservator of the 
best interests of the state and of the 
municipality. It is, indeed, difficult to 
perceive how this legislation is prejudicial 
to any one in view of any clause of the 
constitution of the United States. No 
penalty is imposed on the unwilling and 
no unequal operation of the law inflicted 
as in Connolly's case, cited i€ the argu- 
ment, 184th United States. (Advanced 
sheets April 15, 1902—-page 417). The debt- 
or volunt&rily assumes his attitude to- 
ward the building and loan association. 
As to whether the enactment under con- 
sideration is class legislation, as de- 
nounced by the state constitution, it seems 
that we are also concluded by the de- 
cisions of the supreme appellate court of 


the state. 
‘tIpon the whole, while the court has 


‘been much impressed with the ability and 


learning of the argument presented by the 


complainant’s counsel, the correctness of 


their proposition, that the building and 
loan association law of the state is in 
violation of the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, is unsatisfactory, and t¢e doubt 
remaining, under the familiar rule, must 
in favor of the state law.

Philadeiphia, Pa., August 18.—(Special:) ' 
Through the death in Philadelphia last 
Spring of Commodore Thomas Corbin, of 
the United States navy, who left an es- 
tate valued at nearly one million dollars, 
the life story of Francis C. Randolph, 
lawyer, judge, alleged absconder and 
murderer, and now an officer in the army 
of Colombia, has just become public. 

Part of Commodore Corbin’s estate is 
inherited by Randolph, who ts a nephew, 
under the interstate laws, but his share, 
estimated at $50,000, was today attached 
by Attorney General Charles L. Brown, 
of Alabama, on behalf of that state. 
‘The Alabama official charges that Ran- 
Golph defrauded the commonwealth of 
$25,000. 
| Randolph was elected probate judge of 
Montgomery, Ala., in 1886, and reelected 
in 1892. Three years later he disappeared. 
Investigation showed that $25,000 in liquor 
license fees collected for the city of Mont- 
gomery went with him. 

Detectives finally found him in Colom- 
bia, but could not retake him, as he had 
been sentenced to be hanged for a mur- 
der committed during a brawl. Through 
the efforts of influential friends in this 
country, notably Hillary A. Herbert, of 
Alabama, the then secretary of the navy, 
the sentence was commuted to 15 years’ 
imprisonment. Attorney General Brown 
has now learned that Randolph is at lib- 
erty and is captain of scouts in the (Co- 
flombian army. The attorney general 
came here and through local lawyers to- 
day secured a foreign attachment from 


» thecommon pleas court against Randolph, 


with bail fixed at $50,000. The estate is 
held by a local trust.

Negro Divorte Question. 


The negro divorce question is now en- 
gaging serious consideration of the stu- 
dents of the race problem; in Mississippi, 
and thus far no solution of fts perplexi- 
ties has been suggested. The wholesale 
increase of immorality among the mem- 
bers of the race has caused a correspond- 
ing increase of divorces among that still 
very large class of negroes who maintain 
sufficient self-respect to observe the mar- 
riage laws. A striking instance of this 
alarming increase is shown in a state- 
ment made by Chancellor Longstreet, of 
Grenada, who nas granted, during his 
two-year incumbency of the chancellor- 
ship, over nine hundred Sivorces and 
turned down over three hundred petitions 
for divorce. Of these 1,200 cases, fully 
9 per cent were negroes. The habit of 
the male negro in Mississippi to take unto 
himself a “Wife in the spring when he 
needs help in planting his cotton crop 
and abandoning ner in the fali when the 
picking season is over accounts for a 
lange percentage of the divorce petitions.

Why Not Alger? 

The announcement that General 
Russell A. Alger, former secretafy of 
war, may be selected for the senator- 
ship made vacant by the death of Sep- 
ator McMillan, opens up possibilities 
of more than local interest. 

There may be some good reason, 
from the standpoint of the men who 
control the republican party of Mich- 
igan, why in their opinion General Al- 
ger should not be sent to the senate, 
but if there are such reasons they are 
not apparent at this distance. General 
Alger is one of the leading citizens of 
Michigan; he has always been a stal-

When General Alger returned to his 
Michigan home after he had been 
forced from the McKinley cabinet the 
people gave him a most enthusiastic 
welcome to prove their esteem for him 
and the confidence thev had in him.

In view of their expressions of con- 
fidence in General Alger and of their 
love for him, it would seem the fitting 
thing for the republicans of Michigan 
to send him to Washington as Senator 
‘MeMillan’s successor. In no other 
Way can they perform a service of so 
much value to him. . 
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Not Running Smoothly. 

The administration Cuban reciproc- 
ity programme continues to run up 
against good-sized snags at almost 
every turn of the road.

The Globe-Democrat pays its re 
spects to the few republican papers 
which “are getting into hysterics” 
over the failure of the reciprocity bill 
at the Jast session,‘and speaks of their 
“whining” about the necessity of try- 
ing to accomplish a larger measure of 
reciprocity by treaty. Assuming the 
role of philosopher, e Globe-Demo- 
crat says it is satisfied with the situ- 
ation, summing up the status of things 
this way: 


Senor Palma said long ago that no con- 
ceasion short of actual free entrance for 
Cuban sugar would be of any real avail 
to Cuba, but that a 50 per cent cut might 
stave off disaster to the island for a 
time. The utmost which the house would 
grant was a 2% per cent cut, and thts 
for a much shorter time than the friends 
of reciprocity wanted. There is no godéd 
reason to believe that the house is any 
less unfavorable to reciprocity today 
than it was two or three months ago. A 
50 per cent reduction, the minimum which 
Cuba would be willing to accept, if 
Senor Palma’s words five or six months 
ago represent Cuban opinion, will never 
Pass congress. 


The republican. papers which are 
urging that the senate be called to- 
gether in extra session are called “fool 
advisers” of the. president. Whatever 
reciprocity congress will grant will, 


| 8ays The Globe-Democrat, be granted 


in an extra session. ‘“Cuba’s malady,” 
it continues, “is too deep fér cure by 
tariff panaceas or reciprocity nos- 
trums. Cuba has no future except as 
a part of the United States. A largp 
element of her people see this already. 
The sooner all of them see it, the bet- 
ter it will be for their country. In the 
meantime, the great bulk of the Amer- 
ican people are neither talking nor 
caring nor thinking about reciprocity.” 

All of which is a bit discouraging to 
the administration programme. The 
indications are that the strenuous 
campaign for Cuban reciprocity whica 
was to have been the chief feature of 
the president’s tour of the country 
will yet be called off—at least in the 
west.

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Massachusetts Mobs. 

The spirit of lawlessness which bre 
witch-burning mobs in the old days 
seems to be again manifesting itself 
in New England. 

From Massachusetts, the state of 
Governor Murray Crane, who refuses 
to return criminals to southern states 
on the specious plea that they may be 
harshly dealt with, the latest story of 
mob violence comes. In the village of 
Marion, a beautiful outing place in 
Plymouth county, and presumably 
within speaking distance of Plymouth 
Rock itself, a mob has just perpetrat- 
ed a whitecap outrage for which there 
seems to have been no possible ex- 
cuse. \ 

A citizen named McDonald incurred 
the displeasure of some of Governor 
Crane’s holy, constituents by .being 
lazy and addicted to the society of 
persons alleged to be disreputable. 
There seems to have been no more defi- 
nite charges than these against the 
man, but the old mob spirit was 
aroused, a band of men disguised as 
whitecaps went after him, he was tar- 
red, feathered, ridden on a _ rail, 
and other indignities were heaped 
upon him. 

Governor Crane seems to be living 
in a glass house after all.

Convict Labor and Good Roads. 
For years writers more or less af- 
flicted with negromania have profess 
ed to see in the chain-gang system of 
outdoor penal servitude obtaining in 
the south a relic of medieval cruelty. 
It is gratifying, at this late day, along 
with other glimmerings of enlighten- 
ment on the so-called race problem, to 
note that certain northern communl- 
ties have lent their indorsement of 
southern convict punishment, by imita- 
tion, in the laudable work of.enforced 
road-making. It is, moreover, some 
what of an example of time’s reversals 
that the esteemed New York Tribune 
staunchly champions this practical pol- 
icy. ! 

Erie county, New York, in which the 
city of Buffalo is located, has found 
the experiment successful in every 
respect. Short-term convicts in the 
local penitentiary, instead of spending 
their time in semi-idleness or in com- 
petition with free labor by indoor. in- 
dustrial occupations, have been pht to 
breaking rock and spreading it upon 
the county highways. The result is 
not only better roads than this -popu- 
lous and progressive county has be- 
fore known, but more economically 
made roads, free from contract job- 
bery. Besides, the departure is said 
to have comparatively freed Erie 
county of vagrant vagabondage, the 
hoboes not relishing anything so 
strenuous in time-doing, and the pris- 
on physicians assert that the physical 
and moral condition of the prisoners 
has undergone a change for the better 
by @eason of their healthful, steady 
employment out of daors. : 

The chief just objection to convict 
road-working in the south.is that it 
has not done enough for the country 
roads. The system, carried to its 
proper consummation, has in it the 
solution of the good roads question for 
all‘time. If the states of this section, 
which, in a desultory and superficial 
way, assume to improve their high- 
ways by this means, would devote the 
entire ‘labor of all able-bodied con- 
victs to tMs infinitely useful end, with- 
in a decade the south could furnish 
the world a remarkable object lesson 
in perfect facilities of rural communi- 
cation. As it is, the convict la- 
bor lease system withdraws from 
the public works thousands of 
strong hands, and as ae result 
the southern farmer is mud-bound 
much of the winter and unable 
to reach his market at a minimum of 
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common practice of spreading dirt in- 
stead of macadam is on a par with 
pouring water in a sieve. The ephem- 
eral benefit is not commensurate with 
either the cost or opportunity at hand. 
There is an abundance of suitable 
rock convenient for road use in almost 
every county in the southern states, 
and an abundance of convict labor to 
break and'strew it. Apply both to the 
task of giving the taxpayers their 
deserts in the matter of good roads, 
and the resultant achievement will do 
more for the material prosperity of the 
south than a million new spindles. It 
would be a century leap forward. 

Ty a broader view, national good 
roads can best be attained by the 
same means, as has been demonstrat- 
ed in Erie county, New York. The ob- 
jection to the system is found in prej- 
udice. Free of abuses and humanely 
conducted, it is at once a solution of 
the good road question and, in a large 
measure, of the whole question of 
penal servitude. The convict must and 
should work. How to utilize his ser 
vices to the most good of the state and 
the least harm of the citizen has long 
been a perplexing problem. Industrial 
pursuits inside penitentiary walls, or 
most manual occupations other than 
road-making, are bound to precipitate 
a feud with free labor, which natural- 
ly resents being forced igto any such 
competition by the government. The 
penitentiary as a manufactory or craft 
shop is by no means. desirable. But 
what freeman wants to work on the 
public roagis? Not the poor taxpayer, 
if he can scrape together the amount 
of his assessment, or hire a substti- 
tute. It is not the hardness so much 
as the character of the work that h¢ 
dislikes. In consequence of the fail- 
ure of law to compel its violators, or 
enough of its citizens, to work the 
roads, or to provide the necessary ap- 
propriation to hire them worked, per- 
manent, dependable county roads are 
at a premium in all the states of the 
union, and, notwithstanding the chain- 
gang, more so in the south. This 
might readily be remedied in the man- 
ner indicated, and some day popular 
pressure may exact it of politics.

We reproduce this dispatch, telling 
of the frightful crime committed by 
this negro and the possibility of a 
lynching for two reasons: 

First, because it is highly probable 
those northern newspapers which 
make a specialty of criticizing the 
south may overlook it; they seem to 
possess the faculty of seeing only 
such episodes when they occur in the 
southern states. . 

Second, in order that we may mildly 
suggest that human nature is very 
much the same everywhere. The 
father and brothers of the child-victim 
of this negro brute, the friends and 
neighbors, feel the lynching fever in 
their bones up near the Canada line 
just as if they were down south.

He is the typical 
representative of a class of American citi- 
#¢ns whose ultimate aim is the good of 
the state and the uplifting of the people. 
Mr. Hewitt is today &.strong man in every 
sense of.the word. Yeurs have touched 
him but lightly. He ts healthy, clear- 
eyed, clear-brained and broad-gauged, 
with a knowledge accurate from training 
and deepened and quickened by an ex- 
perience of life that is given to few men.

When asked ff he would 
draw upon is reminiscences and the 


his work as a philanthropist, to present 
at this time some message to the public, 
Mr. Hewitt declined. “Of the past I have 
nothing to gay,”’ he answered. “I am out 
of politics. I am out of business, My work 
is done along those Nines. The records 
must be their own’ historians. I am not, 
perhaps, gen impartial critic of the events 
of my Nfe. I have never set them down, 
and I have never talked of them for pud- 
lication. I have had my enthusiasms and 
what work I have labored at his been 
done. My back is turned upon it all. It 
would be out of the question for me to 
speak of politics, for my vtews are at 
variance with thoge of the two parties 
now contending in New York.’ I should 
not care ever again to take up the battle. 

“Of the future of the nation I see only 
ultimate good. The country is running 
in the right and safe trend. I have comfi- 
dence in the future of our public progress. 
Those immensely pertinent subjects, 
trusts and organized labor, I believe will 
work-out their own galvation. The vast 
Organizations of capital and the com- 
munity, of interests are proving their val- 
Ue to the country. It is through these 
that we shall grow and prosper. There 
is the guard of the legal machinery of 
the states to preserve the right balance. 
I advanced years ago the idea that pub- 
licity was the inevitable and necessary 
protection agajnst unjust and illegal com- 
binations of. capital. It has proved to 
be so. 

“It cannot be denied that throughout the 
world relations between capital and la- 
bor are far from Satisfactory. They are 
undoubtedly undergoing ‘a process of re- 
adjustment not unlike that which follow- 
ed the abolition of serfdom at the close 
of the middle ages, During the process of 
evolution leading to a new era there must 
necessarily be unrest, agitation, some- 
times violence and generally severe loss 
on both sides, to the great detriment of 
society at large. The solution, when it 
comes, must be based upon justice, and 
{it cannot come until public opinion is 
definitely mvade up as*to the rights and 
duties of the contending parties or until 
the contention shall cease to exist by the 
voluntary action of the combatants. 

“The following conclusions may be sub- 
mitted as incontrovertible: 

“It is the equal right of employers and 
employees to make combinations among 
themselves, respectively, or with each 
other, to advance or reduce wages, or to 
establish or resist legislation which efther 
or both may regard as essential, desitra- 
ble or objectionable. 

‘Neither party has the right to coerce 
the other into submission, except through 
the action of the courts or tribunals duly 
constituted to hear and decide upon 
causes of action submitted to them by 
either or both parties. 

“The right of workmen to refrain from 
labor and the rights of the employer to 


rcease to employ are correlative rights, 


but no one has the right to compel any 
other workman to cease from labor nor 
has the émployer any right to lock out 
hig workmen in order to compel submis- 
sion to obnoxious rule. 

“The claim of any body of men that 
under any circumstances they have the 
right to stop the operations of business 
by the issue of an order in the name of 
organized labor or associated capital can- 
not be tolerated. When such an order is 
given in regatd to any railway or any 
other means of communication it is a 
direct assault upon the common weal, and 
the failure to arrest and punish the of- 
fenders thus usurping the executive 
functions of the state and the judicial 
power of the courts is proof of coward- 
jee on the part of the public officials and 
of degeneracy fn public opinion which ex- 
cuses or permits the violation of the prin- 
ciple of the common law, that ‘not even 
the king.can obstruct tht highway.’ 

“It is manifest that the right method of 
settlement involves publicity as to the 
profits of business. There is undoubtedly 
great relucfance and some ground of ob- 
jection to the disclosure of cost and prof- 
its; but as a matter of fact, the transfer 
of business to lange corporations has real- 
ly made this information public property. 
Surely then there remains no valid reason 
for denying to the workmen the informa- 
tion necessary to enable them to formu- 
late reasonable demands; and it is to the 
interest of the owners to give this infor- 
mation inasmuch as the margin of profid 
on manufacturing operations is now nar- 
rowed down to the smallest limits consist- 
ent with a moderate return on the capi- 
tal employed. 

“The objection to trusts is not to be 
found in the magnitude of their opera- 
tiona. This, in the modern de- 
velopment of industry, is unavoid- 
able, ‘and constitutes, in fact, 
an advantage to society by insuring lower 
prices and better quality, and to the 
workmen by providing the best appliances 
for labor and arrangements for the pres- 
ervation of health and the increase of 
comfort. It is only when the trust at- 
tempts to ecreate a monopoly and suc- 
ceeds tn destroying competition that it be- 
comes injurious to the public welfare. It 
is extremely doubtful whether it is pos- 
sible to maintain in this country an ef- 
fective monopoly. 

‘Publicity, inspection and discussion are 
the great safeguards which the public can 
apply in order to correct abuses and avoid 
conflicts and disastrous losses. The dis- 
couraging feature of the time fs that the 
legislative department has shown not 
merely indifference, but abject cowardice 
in dealing with the questions which from 
time to time acquire the interpretation 
of the law. What we need is a recurrence 
to the well-settled principles of jurispru- 
dence, a higher order of statesmanship, 
and the courage on the part of our public 
men to stand up for the right, although 
for the time it may involve the sacrifice 
of person?! popularity. 

‘The course of procedure fs clear. All 
organizations which avall themselves of 
the provisions of the law for the creation 
corporations should be required to 
report the result of thelr business and be 
open to the inspection and scrutiny of 
public officers appointed for the purpose. 
Publicity as to profits and losses would 
at once remove the most serious cause of 
strikes, which often take place when it 
is impossible for the employer to concede 
the demands of his men. because his 
profits will not warrant the concession. 
With proper information, the Intelligence 
of the workmen may be relied upon not 
to make an issue which can only result 
in failure. 

“With industry under the control of 
great corporations endowed with adequate 
capital, @ith the workmen thoroughly 
organized to protect their rights and ad- 
vance their interests, with proper public 
inspection and publicity ae to the con- 
dition and results of the business, with 
legiskation covering the grounds of con- 
fiict, ana ~‘th the cooperation of the ju- 
dicial arm clearly expounding and steadi- 
ly enforcing the law, it does not seem

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evolution which is going on in the indus- 
trial world, and which seems to be full 
of promise and encouragement under the 
beneficent law which Edward Atkinson 
discovered, and which he and Robert Grif- 
fin have demonstrated, to-wit: That labor 
is receiving a steadily increasing share 
of a steadily increasing product, and that 
capital is receiving a steadily diminishing 
share of an increasing product, still in- 
suring for it an adequate remuneration. 
“It should be a matter of congratula- 
tion that the formation of trades unions 
contemporaneously with tne rapid growth 
of large corporations, whose stock Is di- 
vided into such small shares as to admit 
of easy distribution, clears the way for 
the new era when every intelligent work- 
man will insist upon being an owner, 
and every well-managed corporation will 


see that its workmen are directly inter- 


ested in the results of the business. To 
effect this desirable end no compulsory 
legislation and no addition to the powers 
of corporations are need. The points 
which I desire to enforce by these argu- 
ments are: : , 

“First, that. the industrial world has 
been steadily moving during the present 
century in the right direction for the wel- 
fare of mankind. 

“Second, that it is net necessary to In- 
voke any new principles of government 
or to inaugurate any revolution in order 
that capital and labor may be associated 
together in peace and harmony. Progress 
is rather to be sought tn diffusing 4 
knowledge of the principles upon which 
goverment is founded, and by appropria- 
ate legislation. 

“Third, that the time ts approaching 
when capitalists and laborers will more 
and more be joint owners in thé instru- 
ments of production. That, while the 
wages system will necessarily survfVe, the 
workmen will, to a large extent, be- 
come their own employers, and finally 
may hire capital as capital now hires 
labor. 

‘“Rourth, that the invasion of govern- 
ment into the domain of industry must 
be met with uncompromising opposition. 
The proper functions of government are 
supervision, regulation and adjudication. 
The work of production and distribution 
belongs to the citizens. Any departure 
from this principle must result in the ruin 
of free govrenment and the substitution 
of despotism, the characteristics of which 
are communism, anarchism and nihilism, 

“But in condemning the interference of 
the government in the actual work of 
production or distribution, let me guard 
against the interference that I am not in 
sympathy with the modern tendency of 
legislation to ameliorate the condition of 
the laboring class by sulifable regulations 
of the hours of labor, by securing elie- 
mentary and technical education, by im- 
proving the dwellings and providing for 
the general recreation of the masses. 
Neither do I object to the control by the 
government of all functions which are 
of a general nature, such as the trans- 
mission of jetters and the_care of public 
health. But even in these cases the gen- 
eral government should confine Itself to 
administration and regulation, employing 
as far as posstbie the agencies provided 
by private enterpries. 

‘"The general tendency of the age is, 
however, in the right direction, and it 
cannot be arrested by a few temporary 
violations of sound statesmanship. The 
remedy will speedily be found when the 
workmen generally shall acquire a direct 
interest in the great industrial organiza- 
tions of our day; and it is to this result 
that all intelligent and patriotic mon 
should direct their efforts.”’ 


Wages and Cost of Living. 

Chicago Tribune: The United States 
Stee| Corporation has raised the wages 
of about 100,000 men 10 per cent. It is es- 
timated that this will add $4,000,000 to the 
yearly pay roll. This is a politic move. 
It forestalls applications for an advance 
in wages, which would probably have 
been made in a short time. The men em- 
ployed in the steel and iron industry are 
working full time. They have been get- 
ting wages which two years ago seemed 
quite fair, but a dollar does not buy so 
much of the necessaries of life as it did 
two years ago, and the men who work 
in steel mills are as fully aware of that 
fact as are the men in other industries 
who are asking for higher wages or are 
about to ask for them. 

Workmen are often reproached unjustly 
for thefr urgent demands for higher pay 
in prosperous seasons, when they are 
steadily employed and are receiving what 
seems to. their critics fair want The 
critics are apt to overlook the fact that, 
while the price of labor is going up, t 
cost of living is going up also, and 
the lafter goes up more rapidly than the 
former the working man may feel pinched 
and become dissatisfied. He hears a 
great deal about prosperity and sees evi- 
dences of it all around him, but he finds 
that his income does not go quite so far 
ag it did when wages were a little lower.

‘Kansas City Star: The figures given out 
recently show precisely the sources of 
the flood of immigration that poured ints 
the Uniteq States last year. The east- 
ward trend of the supply is becoming 
more and more marked... The big in- 
crease for the vear was in the immigra- 
tion from Austria-Hungary and from 
Italy. Of the total gain over the previous 
year of 160,000 immigrants, these two 
countries contributed 100,000. Each of 
them sent nearly 200,000 peasants to the 
United States. The magnitude of the 
problem of assimilating this multitude 
may be better understood perhaps if it 
should be regarded as the‘ question of 
taking care of two Kansas Citys made up 
of aliens sp®aking not a word of English, 
set down in America every year.

Of a very 
different type from these southern Euro- 
freans are the 50,000 Scandinavians, the 
29,000 Irish, the 28,000 Germans and the 
107,000 Finns and Russians, who came to 
America last- year. Experience has shown 
that these immigrants add a sturdy and 
desirable element to American citigen- 
ship. Unfortunately they are only ond. 
third of the total number of immigrants. 
The other two-thirds are of a distinctly 
inferior class. This same unfavorable 
ratio has existed for several years. It - 
Ought to be given careful consideration 
in view of the laxity of the existing im- 
migration laws,

Profile and Full Face Views of Convict Who Escaped from Federal) 
Prison Yesterday. 
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Unnoticed by the Guards, Guy Shelton Made His 
Escape from the Big Prison at 1 O’Clock Yes- 
terdaye=Bloodhounds on frail. - 


T 1 o’clock yesterday Guy Shelton, 
A a five-year convict, escaped from 

the federal prison and made a sut- 
cessful dash for liberty, Up to a late 
hour last night he was still at large, 
with a dozen or more guards and bilood- 
hounds gseouring the woods and railroad 
tracks within a radius of 2 miles of At- 
lanta. ; 

The escapé was coolly planned and ex- 
ecuted. At the noon hour the prisoners 
are allowed to leave their cells and ex- 
ercise on the lower floor. Shelton, to- 
gether with a dozen or more convicts, 
was spending the time walking up and 
down the cement floor. No one paid ony 
particular attention to him, and the'idea 
that it would be possible for him to es- 
cape was absolutely unthought of. In 
common with the other men he had 
walked up and down the exercise room 
hundreds of times before. 

About 1 o'clock he left his companions 
and when last seen by them was walking 
leisurely toward the end of the cell stack, 
at the western extreme of the building. 
That was the last seen of him by any 
of the guards or inmates of the build- 
ing save one. 

At the western end of the building, 
some ten or fifteen feet from the cell 
stack, is a large window which runs up 
to a height of 8 feet. This window is 
protected on the outside by heavy iron 
bars. Between the*bars and the glass is 
a space of about twelve inches. Shelton 
raised. the sash and climbed in between 
the glass and the steel grating. Once in 
this position, he hastily climbed up to the 
top of the arched window, holding to the 
iron work and momentarily resting at itn- 
tervals. He must have worked quickly. 
In a few seconds he had reached the top 
of the window. Between the brick work 
of the arch and the bars is a space of 
perhaps 10 inches. Through this he 
crawled and was soon on the outside with 
a distance of over 30 feet between him 
and the ground. 

Seen from the Prison. 

It was. while balancing himself by the 
iron bars at the top of the window that 
Dr. Asbury, a prisoner who was confined 
in the hospital at the rear of the building, 
saw him. 

Lowering himself swiftiy to the ground, 
Shelton was soon rapidly running to the 
rear of the reservation. 

Shelton was missed shortly afterwards 
and guards were sent In all directions to 
scour the woods. No trace of him could 


be found anywhere. 
The last seen of Shelton as by a boy 


| 


who noticed him walking near the boun- 
dary of the reservation, where a num- 
ber of posts had been recently placed for 
a fence. Shelton was bareheaded and 
carried a pair of shoes in one hand. 
When he saw the boy he remarked: 

“I tell you, it’s «hot work walking 
around in the sun counting these posts.”’ 

This remark had its effect. The boy 
thought the escaped convict was a trusty 
and dtd not give the alarm. 

All during the afternoon the hunt was 
kept up. He was reported to have been 
seen at various places, but when night 
came the guards and men who had joined 
in the search were as much at sea as 
when they had begun. 

Bloodhounds on Trail. 

At 6:30 o’clock several bloodhounds be- 
longing to Newport Langford were put on 
the trail. They picked up the scent readi- 
ly and were soon off in the woods to the 
east of the prison. After going a short 
distance the scent grew cold and was lost. 

The guards who constituted the search- 
ing party sent out .descriptions every- 
where, and the conductors and engineers 
on the Southern and Central railway were 


notified to lookout for Shelton. 
Description of Shelton. 

Guy Shelton had been at the federal 
prison but two months. He was brought 
here from Indtan Territory, with a num- 
ber of other prisoners, to serve a term 
of five years for robbery. He is said to 
have been a railroad man at one time, 
and it is thought that he will attempt to 
board a freight train, 

Following is the description sent out by 
Warden Hawk as soon as he learned of 
the escape: 

Escaped from United States PenitenWary, 
Atlanta, Ga., | p. m., August 18, 1902. Guy 
Shelton—white, fect 9 inches tall, age 20 
vear, medtum build, weight 150 pounds, com- 
plexion light, eyes blue with yellow circle 
around pupil, mouth pinched, low receding 
forebead, one tooth missing, ears large, one 
vertical wrinkle between evebrows on left 
side of nose, nose slightly bent to right, vac- 
cination scar at 5% inches telow left shoul- 
aer, scar of three-eighths of an inch in dian- 
eter at rear of left elbow, horizontal scar 
three-eighths of an inch long back of left 
elbow, tattoo of horse shoe apd the word 
‘‘luck’’ printed 3% inches below left shoulder 
front, small scar just above right elbow 
outer, tattoo of a flourtsh with the letters 
“G S8."’. below and a heart below the letters 
“G. S."* 2% inches below right elbow, front, 
horizontal blue scar three-eighths of ah: inch

At the time he climbed up 
the iron bars the guard was standing in 
his regular place, from which it was im- 
possible to command a view of the win- 
dow. 

The responsibility for the escape rests 
on the construction of the window bars, 
as was the case when Convict East. es- 
caped some months ago.

Members Oppose Plan To Cut 
Them Off from Free 
Service. 


LARGE DELEGATION 
CALLED ON COUNCIL 


Special Committee Recommends That 
Consumers Outside of City Be 
Charged Triple Rate and — 
That $50 Be Paid for 
Fire Protection. 


-_— 


A large delegation. of members of the 
Atlanta Athletic Club; headed by Presi- 
dent Burton Smith, was present in the 
council chamber yesterday expecting ac- 
tion to be taken on the report of the 
special committee, from council and the 
board of water commissioners, which 
recommended that certain free water ser- 
vices be cut off and put upon a paying 
basis. One of the services affected by 
the report was the athletic club, and the 
members were there to urge that. sum- 
mary action be not taken. 

As council did not consider any busi- 
ness whatever—having adjourned out of 
respect for the memory of Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill—the delegation lost no time in 
seeing each member of council regarding 
the matter. Argument of the most per 
suasive kind was used, and it is probable 
that when the subject comes up at the 
adjourned session Thurs@ay afternoon 
the discussion will be a lively one. 

At a meeting of the special committee 
last week it was decided to recommend 
that the consumers of city water outside 
the corporate limits be required to pay 4 


‘triple rate, and that a charge of $50 be 


made when the fire department makes 
a run outside the city to put out a fire. 
The question of cutting off a number of 
free water services was also acted upon 
at that meeting. 

The report of the committee was pre- 
pared yesterday morning, signed by the 
members, and was to have been read 
during the meeting of council. Council- 
man James L. Key, who was a member 
of the special committee, disagreed with 
the committee over the proposed rate 
for city water consumed outside the cor- 
porate limits. He favored making it a 
quadruple rate, and when the matter 
comes up Thursday will no doubt submit 
a majority report. 

The Committee’s Report. 

The special committee’s report was as 
follows: 

Hon. Mayor and General Council, City of 
Atlanta.—Gentlemen: The special committee, 
to whom the subject of water service outside 
the city limits was recommitted by your hon- 
orable body, beg leave to report: 

First. Your committee recommends that the 
ordinance aa framed in their former report be 
adopted with the following amendment in the 
form of an additional paragraph added there- 
to: 

"The city does not assume any contract or 
obligation to furnish fre proteatien outside 
the city. limits; but the fire department shall 
have the aythority and option te respond in 
case of fire alarm beyond the city Mmits; 
and, if the property fownd to be burning or 
threatened is that of a water taker the sum 
of $50 (estimated by the fire department as 
the average cost of each run) ehall be as- 
sessed against such water taker .for the ser- 
vice; and such assessment shal) be added to 
and collected with the water bfll, and in case 
of non-payment water shall be cut off until 
it je paid. In case the property on fire or 
threatened is that of @ person not a water 
taker on said premises, the fire department 
shall not be expected to render the service 
unless notified by telephone, or at the city 
limits, or otherwise, by a responsible person 
that such assessment of $50 will be paid, or 
unless such property owner has signed a 
written stipulation and filed it with the fire 
department, agreeing to make such payment 
in the event of fire and the amount shall 
be In each instance reported by the chief of 
the fire department to the secretary of ths 
board of water commissioners, who eha'l 
make out a bill and turn it over to the tax 
collector as in case of other dues to the 
city.’* 

Second. Your committee recommends that 
an ordinance introduced by Alderman Welch 
be adopted reqiiring certain free services (a 
list of which ts hereto appended) be put on a 
pay basis, and assessed at such amount as 
may be found just and fair by the board of 
water commissiohers. Your committee does 
mot wish to be understood as recommending 
the entire correv'tness of the figures stated 
opposite each item. These figures are given 
merely to show the honoradle n..yor and coun- 
cil the tmportance of the city receiving a 
reasonable revenue from these sources. As 
to those which are metered, the problem, of 
course, will be easy; but as to those that are 
not metered the case would, as your commit- 
tee respectfully submits, require careful con- 
sideration and tnvestigation, after inquiry and 
correspondence with other cities and with 
underwriters, for ascertaining true principles 
applicable thereto. 


Water Outside the City. 

In connection with recommendation 
your committee would 
furnished by the water department with a 
complete list of water services outside the 
city limits; to which your committee invites 
the attention of your honorable body. There 
are in all and of all classes 213 of them. A 
few only pay the rate ftnside the city, but this 
ocetntred under a contract by which they 
furnished the right of way free for opening 
streets and laying mains through their lands. 
It will be perceived that under the rules and 
rates heretofore charged to consumers out- 
side the city, the¥ being as @ class liberal and 
free users of water, the average annual amount 
paid by each water taker is $36.31. To 
which, when we ad4 $7.20 additional rate an- 
nually to each service, would make the aver- 
age of water users or takers outside the 
city limits the sum ef $43.51. Now, taking 
as a basis $160,000 net cash income of the 
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1902.

| "HE DAY IN WALL STREET. 
York, August {8.—A dull and sagging 
‘market today was the natural conse- 
quence of various evidences going to show 
that the expanding needs of tHe circulation 
are ‘making increasing inroads upon banking 
reserves. The continued trangfer of credits to 
foreign lenders through the medium of the 
exchange market mitigated the anxiety over 
the money outlook without entirely curing it.

New 
York exchange at Chicago continued te droop 
and was quoted at |0c discount compared with 
20c premium earty last week. The New 
York subtreasury is contributing slightiy to 
the localmoney market by reason of the flood 
tide in the monthly pension payment, but 
the recent daily deficit. reported by the treas- 
ury at Washington gave place today to @ 
surplus of several hundred thousand dollars 
for the firet day during the current month, 
This recalis the course of the government's 
revenues last month, the deficit having reach- 
ed nearly $13,000,000 about the middle of 
the month but felling to $7,500,000 by ths 
end of the month. Saturday's treasury state- 
ment showed: 2. deficit for the month to date 
of $2,751,320, compared with a surplus 
of more than haif a million for the corre- 
sponding period last year. The decrease in 
internal revenue thus far this m@mth by rea- 
son the repeal of the war taxes has reached 
$2,401,344, compared with last year, while 
the customs receipts this month are $2,586,- 
324 greater than last year, and the total treas- 
ary receipts have ‘expanded this month $l,- 
221.195 over last year. It is only, therefore, 
by reason of an increase in the month’s ¢x- 
penditures by the government of $4,530,000 
hat the money market has experienced any 
the Grain caused last year by 
the government’s surplus. Whether the in- 
creased rate of expenditures of the govern- 
ment is likely to be kept up fs a probiem 
much discussed in Wall street, owing to the 
approaching deple-ion of banking reserves.

The 
market naturally reflected some irregularity, 
but ‘‘nervous’’ was used as the word to de- 
scribe the quotations. The late market was 
mixed. 

It was too wet for good grading in oats, 
and as more wet weather was predicted the 
near-by shorts were buyers. 

There was free liquidation of the distant 
options in the provision pit, though there was 
a better cash demand arAl the near-by prod- 
ucts were taken by packers. !

Frank Wilson was in the box yesterday 
and the: sluggers from the town on the 
Cumberland got exactly four hits, only | 
one of which was registered after the 
first inning. Wilson incidentally proved 
that he is the best pitcher on the Atlanta 
team and that there are only three or 
four twirlers in the Southern League in 
his class when he is in good health. 

War Sanders, the reputed premier south- 
paw of the south, was hammered for four- 
teen hits, including Valdois’ home run, 
Frank's triple and the doubles of Frank, 
Winters and Hoffmeister. 

Valdois brought down the crowd and a 
shower of silver by his terrific swat that 
sent the sphere over left centerfield fence 
for a eircuit of the bags. Three men pre- 
ceded Val in his cakewalk around the 
bases. The hit that netted the shortstop 
$15.80 in soda water money from the grand 
stand and bleachers was the longest made 
at Exposition park this year. oe 

Aside from the superb pitching of Wil- 
son, the heavy batting of Taylor, Frank, 
Winters and Hoffmeister and the long hit 
of Valdois, there were few features to the 
game.

UNIVERSITY’S GREAT COACH. 


“Billy” Reynolds and the Work He 
Has Done for Baseball and 
Football Teams. 

“Billy”. Reynolds, the University of 
Georgia football and baseball coach, was 
in the city yesterday. Reynolds is re- 
garded as the-leading athletic coach of 
the south. He began his work of directing 
gridiron and diamond work at Rutgers 
in 184. He turned out a winning foot- 


ball team—the champion of the associa- 
tion of which Rutgers was a member. 

He came to Sewanee the next year 
and with poor material at his command 
developed & good team. In 189 he coached 
the University of Cincinnati eleven anil 
his team finished the season without de- 
feat. The. University of North Carolina 
Secured his services the next year and a 
strong team was’ put férth by the Chapel 
Hill college. In 1898 his protegees at 
North Carolina won the championship of 
the south: In 1899 and 1900, under his 
tutelage, the Carolina team made great 
records. At the conclusion of the 1900 
football campaign Reynolds, who is an 
honor graduate of Princeton and of the 
University of North Carolina law schoo}. 
deeided to drop his #thietic work and de- 
vote himself to the practice of law. 

But the clash and dash of the foot- 
ball. scrintmage proved too seductive and 
Reynolds went to Athens last fall to 
coach the uhiversity football team. He 
was confronted with a problem almost 
impossible of pobation—-that of turning 
out a winning team under the existing 
ee. 

e ne of professionalism in the foot- 
ball and baseball teams of 1898 and 1899 
at Athens had ieft the athletic side of the 
university almost paralyzed. By the ef- 
forts. gf Professor: John Morris and the 
Pi a cage of Jack McBride, of Atlanta, 
captain: of the. 1900 baseball team, pro- 
fessionalism was driven from the univer- 
sity and a new era of. athletic purity 
started. The new regime found matters 
almost hopeless. , 7 

The. importation of football: and base- 
ball players had prevented the bona fide 
students from trying for the teams, and 
it was necessary to develop the players 
individually first and then: coustruct the 
team.
